  New Council representatives and 
the new Mayor will be sworn in at the 
May 2 City Council meeting.  
  Mark Carstensen,  previously served 
as Ward 2 Council representative.  That vacant position 
will now require the City Council to appoint a temporary 
representative to serve Ward 2 until the next regular 
election in 2012.   
  City Council representatives and the Mayor serve two 
year terms, however, beginning with the 2012 election, 
the terms of elected officials will change to three years. 
  According to Finance Officer Fay Bueno, voter turnout 
was higher than the last Mayoral election in 2009 when 
there were 723 ballots cast compared to 903 ballots for 
the 2011 election.   

City and County Reach 
Agreement on Joint Use of 
Erskine Building 

  The City of Sturgis and Meade County have 
reached an agreement to share meeting room 
facilities in the Erskine Building located at 1300 
Sherman Street.   
  Starting on May 2, City Council meetings will no 
longer be held at the Sturgis Community Center.  
The Erskine Building is well suited for public 
meetings with new audio visual equipment and 
additional space. There is ample parking in front of 
the building on Sherman Street, as well as the side 
streets.  Town Hall meetings and other large 
gatherings will still be held in the Community 
Center Theater.  
  City Council meetings will continue to be held on 
the first and third Monday of each month at 6:30 
p.m.  The Meade County Commissioners will 
continue to use the room for their meetings on the 
first consecutive Tuesday and Wednesday of each 
month with the Tuesday meetings beginning at 
8:00 a.m. and Wednesday meetings beginning at 
10:00 a.m. 

The Erskine Building served as an elementary school for over 
100 years.  Meade County completed a major building 
renovation in November of 2010.

  If you can’t wait to get started in the spring garden, a good task to 
undertake is pruning. Most trees and shrubs benefit from annual pruning. It 
keeps them in shape, gets rid of dead and diseased wood and encourages 
new growth. But not all trees and shrubs should be pruned early, especially 
some of the flowering ones. 
  Early spring bloomers set their flower buds the fall before. Pruning them 
early in the spring would mean losing some blossoms. Most of the time this 
is not what you want. However, there are exceptions. 
It’s often easier to prune when you can see the shape 
of the plant, before the branches are masked by 
leaves.   
  The following are commonly grown spring flowering 
trees and shrubs that may benefit from spring pruning: 
Bradford Pear, Butterfly Bush, Flowering Plum, and 
Honeysuckle.   
  It may be wise to wait until mid-summer (after blooms) to prune Azaleas, 
Flowering Crabapples, Hydrangeas, Lilacs, and Rhododendrons. 
  When it comes to trees, late fall or winter, when the tree is dormant, is the 
best time to prune, although dead branches can and should be removed at 
any time.  Pruning during the dormant period minimizes sap loss and 
subsequent stress to the tree. It also minimizes the risk of fungus and 
insect infection as both are likely to be dormant during the winter months.
